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continuation of note 3a: The amendment to claim 27 alters the scope of the invention previously examined and FR. If applicant desires 
such a scope of protection, then the examiner recommends the filing of a RCE. The amendments to claims 1 and 28 along with an 
amendment canceling claims 12-26 would be entered. 

Continuation of note 5: The cancelation of claims 12-26 overcomes the position(s) with respect to these claims as indicated in the FR. 
Since no amendment in part is entered and the claims have not been cancled, if applicant submits a new amendment canceling these 
claims, such would be entered. 



Continuation of note 1 1 : Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 are not persuasive. These claims are drawn to a record 
medium per se and NOT A COMPUTER READABLE MEDIUM as argued. The examiner cannot impart limitaions to the claims that are not 
expressly recited therein. As such, the exmainer maintains the position that the werein clause of claim 1 merely recites desired results 
which are drawn to non-descriptive functional subject matter. 

With respect to the argument(s) against the rejection of claims 27-31 , since the reference does disclose the 
encoding of information (incoming from appropriate input channel(s)) as as further discussed in the envrionment of dvds, the examiner 
concludes that the argued disntinctions are met. 

Continuation of note 13: With respect to the newly submitted drawing. The claims attempt to define two different "sync" signals. Such is 
not shown in the proposed amended drawings, and hence IS NOT Approved. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the objection(s) to dependent claims 2,3, 5,6, 9 and 10 is persuasive and these claims 
are no longer objected to. 
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
